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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 12-28 and 30- 
38 are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention. The 
applicant's remarks in response to the Office Action (filed on 12/28/2004) distinguish the 
application's invention over the references that accompanied the Office Action. Claims 13, 20, 
and 30 teach a method, apparatus, and means for a disk drive. The distinguishing elements of the 
claims teach determining whether a length of a seek operation is longer than a predetermined 
minimum seek length; if it is; determined that the length of the seek operation is longer than the 
predetermined minimum seek length determining whether an amplifier saturated during the seek 
operation; and if it is determined that the amplifier saturated during the seek operation, adjusting 
a maximum driving current.
